There is no escape except in reduced 
public outlay; involving lower taxes.

MORE ENDURING THAN BRONZE. 
“The New York -Historical Society 
marked) its 121st anniversary ‘by ‘rec- 
ognizing the ‘monumental work of one 


years to collecting and publishing ma- 
terial illustrating. and chronicling the 
life of. this city, Shortly after the 
Hudson-Fulton Celebration Mr. I. N. 
PHELPS STOKES actively began his. re- 
search, not only giving‘of his means 
but devoting his time to this unique 
service. It involved the use of mate- 
rial in the State Library at! Albany, 
but he was only fairly under way*with 
it when the fire occurred which, as 
the State Librarian reported, swept 
away a half million books and 300,009 
manuscripts, A man of less~resource 
and persistence would have felt him- 
self. balked, but with a commission 
from our New’ York City Library Mr. 
Strokes went ‘to Albany while the fire: 
was still burning and set to work with 
others to salvage all that was hu- 
manly possible. The following is the 
account of his attempt and its result, 
as telated by Dr. Frick, the present 
State Historian: 

He saw the Governor and got guards 
and helpers. For two days he directed 
the work and thus saved priceless 
treasures. Twice during the first ‘day 
of rescue work’ Mr. STOKES was. car- 
ried from the manuscript room, un- 
conscious from ‘the smoke, and each 
time, upon reviving, he insisted on re- 
turning. Like a gallant officer he led 
his forces, under hopeless odds, 
against the enemy—fire, water, wind, 
smoke and ice—and saved 80,000 manu- 
scripts together with. Gzorce WASHING- 
Ton’s fire-scarred’ sword. He did not 
retire from the 4cene of combat until 
he had-used his influence to bring ex- 
pert aid from’ the Congressional Li- 
brary to preserve the’valuable mate- 
rials rescued from further destruction. 
Mr. Stokes has gone on as per- 

aistently, as ativenturously, though 
quietly, through the years since 1911 
and has;now published in five thick 
volumes, the iconographic, history of 
Manhattan § Jéland, including the 
chronicles of the significant events in 
the life of the city that sprang from 
it!. Maps and illustrations of the island 
in every aspect, together with a diary 
ef the life upon it, make’a work of 
value far beyond the cost of its pro- 
duction. 

With this at hand. the city, can 
never forget her days of infancy and 
youth. It will be a record to which 
many will/turn, especially at the time 
of the celebration in 1926 of the three 
hundredth anniversary ofthe settle- 
ment of New Amsterdam in New 
Netherlands (which this work is dis- 
posed to date from the Summer of 
1625 instead of 1626). But it will have 
increasing value as the centuries move 
on. It will be more lasting than bronze.
